For the boys especially, thousands of whom will face 
military service, their experience at summer camp will be 
invaluable, The regimentation of service life, of living 
and working in unison with others, will come much more 
easily.

Their faces will be missed 
from the family circle, but they will be welcomed home at 
Summers end as bigger and better Americans.
